DR. TAIT ON 
PRAGMATISM 


What the Word Stands For 


“THAT WHICH WORKS” 


For the Pragmatist Truth Has 
Meaning Different from that 


Embodied in it for Utilitar- 


jans and Other Philo- 


sophers 


‘An excellent and comprehensive pa- 
per was delivered by Dr. Tait, betore 
the Philosophical Society, on the sub- 


ject of Pragmatism on Wednesday. 


The speaker stated that a man’s 
philosophy was a reflection of his seif 
—of his attitude of mind; and that this 
was especially so when his philosophy 
and life were corretated and intimate, 
going hand in hand. In a brief his- 
torical sketch, the doctrine of Pragma- 
tism was traced to the late Prof. James, 
and his influence on its formulation and 
development was emphasized. He was 
shown to be the greatest psychologist of 
his day; and his work in psycholoby to 
be sufficiently ‘potent and cogent’ to 
subvert the psychology of Hume and 
the British Associationalists. 

“The word “Pragmatism,” was itself 
first used in 1898. Chas. Pierce, whose 
ideas on the Problem of Truth had 
been larecl dovclupeti tnrough discus- 
sion with James, used the term in a, 
series of articles on the Logic of 


‘Science. 


Previous to this time, there had been 
some three methods or: criteria for test- 
ine truth: authority, correspondence 
‘ith reality, and logical consistency. 
The first was a token and standard of 
Mediaevalism, and was soon superced- 


ed; the second was. the. measure of

Idealism, and yet is; but, it was asked, 
how, when, and where does this cor- 
respondence take place. The Idealist is 
helpless in: face of. error; and cannot 
give an adequate account of truth; the 
third standard ,that of logical consist- 
ency, was shown to be little more valid 
than the two former in distinguishing 
consistency from inconsistency, truth 
from error. It was shown to have lent 
itself to much verbal buffoonery, and 
to have finally merited its indictmeat 
of the Bankruptcy of Intellectualism. 

Pragmatism takes stand against all 
these, and counts as Truth that which 
“works,” and this taken not only in a 
practical sense, but also in a moral, 
aesthetic, and theoretical sense. It was 
pointed out that Absolute Truth for 
its own sake, was a mere hypostariza- 
tion ,and did not exist. There are no 
impersonal truths. This attitude was 
shown to be resented by the realist be- 
cause it upset his views ;and by the 
idealist on the ground of his feelings, 
for with him life is one thing and spe- 
culation is another. The pragmatic 
test of truth is “verification.” True 
ideas are verifiable; and verifiability is 
accepted as verification. The signifi- 
cance of images was noted in this con- 
nection. Another criterion of truth 
is “Utility.” This has often been tak- 
en by critics in a very narrow and un- 
warranted sense. It should be taken in 
a universal, social sense, as implying 
the: greatest Benefit and greatest Hap- 
piness of the greatest number.» Truth 
was stated to be dynamic, and not 
static; it grows and develops. There 
is an evolution of truth. Truth was 
considered to be dependent on the needs 
of man. It was stated to have been 
the product of, or, at any rate, to have 
resulted from the instinct of curosity, 
by effort and impulse. The Pragmatic 
conception of Trutn emphasizes its 
value; the service of an idea to human 
needs. To Pragmatism the Good, the 
Beautiful, and the True and identical. 

It was pointed out that Pragmatism 
was a methodology rather than a Philo- 
sophy; that it deals with epistemology 
and not with ontology; that it is not 
concerned with mere practicality nor 
with Free Will; that in religious prob- 
lems it asserts the reasonableness of 
“faith,” and states that if theological] 
ideas are good, they will be true. The 
pragmatic conception wes stated to ex- 
emplified in the Socratic disdeasw_ 
“justice is what justice does’; and also 
in the concept of natural law in the 
Practical Philosophy of Kind. 

The ‘speaker concluded his remarks 
with a considération of the position and 
methods of écience in contradistinction 
to those of philosophy; and showed the

This 
was our fortune when, in our perusal 
of The Magazine, from Texas: Univer- 
sity, we chanced upon an editorial set- 
ting forth “The Value of an Exchange 
Department.” Our estimable contem- 
porary has this to say, which we be- 
lieve is justly and cogently said: “The 
editing of a college magazine ‘is a far 
more serious proposition than is usual- 
ly thought by the critical student, who 
has perhaps, never looked inside of such 
a publication. The college magazine 
cannot follow in detail the plan of the 
big monthly magazines. Its appeal is 
from college students to college com- 
munity; hence it has little in common 
with such publications. The exchange 
department is the ‘Forum of college 
editors.

We feel the inadequacy of our ability 
to do justice to this excellent college 
publication. There is a general sump- 
tuousness to its appearance and style 
of make-up. The plain, academically- 
correct cover, unmarred by inartistic 
designs, aS so many covers are; the 
poetry that is poetry; the stories that 
are something more than the .too-com- 
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mon, crude, untaught, amateur, at- 
tempts in numerous college papers; the 
articles that'are truly readable and of 
merit—and all these in a typographical 
setting commensurate with the lofty 
order of the material! We could be- 
come almost enthusiastic in our com- 
mendation.

Oldfashioned Word “Goodwill” 
Has Lost Much of Its Charm 


Says Mr. David S. Kerr, 
Corporations. 


Mr. David S. Kerr, C.A.,. gave an 
interesting lecture in the Arts Build- 
ing on the Over-capitalization of Cor- 
porations and Watered Stock.” 

“In view of indications that some 
action will be taken by the Ottawa 
Government in the direction, of re- 
straining the over-capitalization of 
corporations, said Mr. Kerr. It may 
be well to consider the subject from 
the point of view of the public as well 
as the stockholder.” 

“The old fashioned word ‘goodwill 
has lost a great deal of its charm, and 
in these days of high finance it is used 
to designate the amount of capitaliza- 
tion of corporations which not only re- 
presents a fair cash priee for goodwill 
purchased, but also the amount of 
‘watered stock’ injected into the capi- 
talization. So that an item such as! 
‘soodwill $2,000,000,’ may not really 
mean all that it is supposed to. This 
method of watering stock is arrived at 
by capitalization upon the basis of 
earnings. The earnings are estimated 
and if, after meeting bond interest and 
preferred dividends, the balance of esti- 
mated profits is equal to a dividend at 
the rate of 8 per cent. on $2,000,000, the 
common stock is, therefore, fixed at 
that sum, $2,000,000. If, however, the 
financiers be ‘conservative, and prefer 
to use 10 per cent. as a basis, then the 
common stock portion of the capitali- 
zation is fixed at $1,600,000 instead of 
$2,000,000. The actual value of. this 
goodwill upon a cash payment basis 
might be $500,000. By means of con- 
tracts specifying that the business shall 
be paid for by stocks of the purchas- 
ing corporation, of a par value far in 
excess of actual values, the watered 
stock is freely injected without legal 
interruption. Yet there is no practical 
difference between issuing stock at a 
discount (not permitted by law), and 
giving a consideration in securities uf 
a total par value far in excess of the 
real value of the business acquired. 

INCREASE GOODWILL ACCOUNT. 

“Tf the estimated future earnings are 
increased by the addition of future 
economies and probable larger profits, 
then, through this process of capitali- 
zation, of earnings, the common stock 
forms a larger proportion of the eapi- 
talization and the goodwill account is 
correspondingly increased. : ; 


“Statistics of invested capital in 
Canadian enterprises would apear to 
be of little value for Government or 


other purposes, in view of the unknown 
quantity of watered stock included in 
the capitalizations and assets of. so 
many large corporations, often repre- 
senting 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. of 
the total.

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“Balance sheets of corporations, like 
those of private firms, ought to show 
fair values for assets represented vy 
bona fide capitalization. This useless 
and meaningless inflation of both 
liabilities and assets by a method of 
watering stocks ought to be strongly 
condemned. The intent of the law 
ought to be complied with, not nomin- 
ally but in reality. 


THE GOVERNMENT LIMIT. 


. “The. question is how far 
government go in legislating in the 
matter? It would seem that the only 
way in which the government can do 
any good is by passing some law to en- 


ean the 


force corporations tu set forth separ- 
ately. in their published balance sheets 
what amounts, if any, represent tne 
book value of the £oodwill, so-called. 
Thén ‘the public would be better able 
to form some. opinion. 

“The. suitation is further involved by 
the numerous’ holding companies vwn- 
ing and: operating large subsidiary 
companies. These holding companies 
ought to be compelled to publish proper 
general or. consolidated balance sheets 
showing the equity of the stockholders 
in the combination companies as a unit, 
and the proportion of the capitalization 
that represents the goodwill of the 
whole. This in addition to the separ- 
ate balance sheets of the holding com- 
panies and the subsidiaries, so that the 


other classes of stockholders may know |’ 


their position and see how the various 
companies stand. The present method 
of publishing the holding company’s 
balance sheet and showing only the in- 
vestment in ‘bonds and stock of sub- 
sidiaries,’ is not at all a satisfactory re- 
port as the inter-company balances 
often give a very different impression 
of the financial positions than, from a 
practical standpoint, really does exist. 
Some holding companies are adopting 
this consolidated form of balance shect, 
but do not, in all cases, submit in ad- 
dition the individual balance sheets of 
the various companies interested.”

This method, though the most oxpen- 
sive, is most: widely. and, since ‘t per- 
mits construction to go on in the im- 
mediate vicinity of high buildings. With- 
in the past fifty years’ the methods 
have.improved very much; but in “ef- 
fect the principle is that’ of the div- 
ing bill known to: the’ Greeks hun- 
dreds of years ago. The pneumatic 
method vas first used’ on the Man- 
hattan Life Building, New York. The 
contractors would not. agree, to ‘any 
lump sum price. The owner was a: true 
hero, for he ran a tremendous: risk. 

THE PNEUMATIC PIER. 

The pneumatic pier consists of three 
primary divisions, viz.,, “‘the working 
chamber, (2) the sHaft, and (3), the 
cofferdam. The equipment controlling 
the air pressure necessitates a com- 
pressed air plant. The air chamber 
is lowest; and is where the men exca- 
vaite, above is the shaft and air lock. 

Mr. Doty exhibited numerous slides 
illustrating the sinking of caissons, the 
“shoring up” of neighbouring build- 
ings, etc. 

ENORMOUS AIR PRESSURE. 

The enormous air pressure, though

THE PRAGMATIC ILLUMINATION. 


To the Editor of the McGill Daily: 
Sir,—Iny your, editorial of to-day, 
much is claimed on behalf of the work 
of Pragmatism, in the sphere of Philo- 
sophy. This may or may not be true; 
but it does not appear to me that the 
writer has a definite conception of what 
Pragmatism is, perhaps because prag- 
matists themselyes are not clear about 
it. It is suggested that the writings of 
scientists like Mach and Ostwald re- 
fiect this new line’ of thought, but this 
is to identify Pragmatism with Empiri- 
cism. The fore-runners of these ex- 
perimentalists in the. theory of know- 
ledge are David Hume and Richard 
Avenarius. It is true that pragmatists 
generally: are empiricists, but the con- 
verse does not hold true; so that it 
would be incorrect to say that Empiri- 
cism as such is pragmatical. The pe- 
culiarity of a pragmatic theory of 
knowledge is its attémpt to find a cri- 
terion of truth in the practical conse- 
quences to which the acceptance of any 
belief leads, and to identity, truth and 


utility. It would be interesting, and, 
to me at least instructive, to be in- 
formed by your . writer, what “big 


problems” of science and metaphysics 
is great new way in philosophy has 
nswered. For so far as I can see, the 
meaning of “utility,” : ‘practice,’ 
‘practical’ remained very. indefinite and 
obscure. 

May I point out that the title of Pro- 
fessor Caldwell’s recent book is not 
“Pragmatism vs. Idealism,” but “Prag- 
matism and Idealism?” Dr. Caldwell, 
I think, regards Pragmatism as a form 
of Idealism. I should be surprised to 
learn that he would throw over every 
aspect of Neokatian Idealism in favor 
of this new form of Irrationalism.. It ‘s 
doubtful: whether Pragmatism can es- 
cape such an extreme Relativism as to 
be indistinguishable from Scepticism. 

The advent of a new philosophy or a 
new theory for doing, without .philo- 
sophy may be very interesting; -but it 
would be a very crude assumption to 
suppose that its mere newness or fresh- 
ness affords any. criterion of its cor-

Sacred to the Memory

Simon McTavish, Esquire, 
Who Died July 6th, 1804, 
Aged 54 Years. 
This Monument is Erected 
By His Nephews William and Duncan 
McGillivray, 
To Commemorate Their High Sense of 
His Many Virtues | 
and 
As a Grateful Tribute to His 
Many Acts of Kindness to Them. 


Mr. McTavish is said to have com- 
mitted suicide on the spot where the 
monument now stands. 

Having finished his research work 
the investigator was confronted with 
the problem of getting out of the en- 
closure. He resorted to his means 
of ingress, namely, the cedar tree; 
but when he had climbed almost level 
with the wall, CURSES, he saw. one 
of his rubbers reposing in the snow 
beneath him. His friends, however, 
binding a forked stick to the end of a 
long pole, managed to fish out the miss- 
ing piece of footwear.

Colloids Are Further Discussed 


DR. OSTWALD 


He Says Colloidal Chemistry Is a 
Science in Itself — Colloidal 
Tests Distinguishes Artificial 

From Natural Honey 


Dr. Ostwald, in his fourth lecture 


jyesterday afternoon, confined his 


remarks fo the scientific applica- 
tions of colloids Each day brings 
some new applications for colloid 
chemistry and the field is very 
large. 

Colloid chemistry is a science in 
itself and it can be applied to other 
sciences. Beginning with analytical 
chemistry, colloids chemistry will 
come into play. For example, some 
precipitates act as colloids and can- 
not be separated. By using other 
colloids it is made possible to re- 
move such precipitates, 

Colloidal gold solutions have va- 
rious colors, depending on the de- 
gree of dispersion. This can be made 
use of in detecting and estimating 
gold. By preparing a borax lead, 
using the colloidal gold a very 
sensitive test is produced. This col- 
loid chemical method will detect 
even two millionths of a grain. 

The colloidal tests are used to 
distinguish artificial honey’ from 
from the natural products, 

The color changes in a photo- 
graphic plate when exposed’ for 
some time is explained by saying 
the silver liberated by the light is 
in the colloidal state. : It is pos- 
sible to crystallize silver chloride 
very well and this substance will 
take up colloidal silver, giving the 
same colors seen in a photo-plate, 
This proves the theory of the color- 
ing of the plate. ; 

Organic chemistry has a large ap- 
plication for colloids. Substances 
which show indefinite physicals 
constants are, as a rule, colloids, 
Many polymerized compounds do not 
give good analyses, etc. These are 
colloids and belong to the class iso- 
colloids, Many of the organic dyes 
are purely colloidal in state and 
character. The degree of dispersion 
governs the shade of color obtained. 
Many of the black dyes are incap- 
able of being analysed. These are 
all colloids. 

Avagadro’s physical constant, re- 
garding the number of molecules in 
certain volumes of gases, can be ap- 
plied to the distribution of the col- 
loid particles in different lawers of 
the solution, 

Clouds are really nothing but

KEYNOTE OF 


ENGINEERING 


Especial Emphasis Laid on Im- 
portance of Economy in 
Building Foundations — 


The New York Muni- 
cipal Building 


Mr. J. W. Doty, of the Foundation 
Company, delivered a most interesting 
and instructive address before the 
Science Undergraduates last evening on 
“Building Foundations.” 

Mr. Doty sketched the various kinds 
of foundations, and the common causes 
of failure. The subject being too far 
reaching to be fully dealt with in one 
lecture, the lecturer confined himself to 
the construction of foundations in the 
big Municipal buildings in New York. 

The conditions attendant upon foun- 
dation work in New York, and especial- 
ly in the sky scraper district, are very 
severe, said Mr. Doty, “owing to the 
deep layer of quicksand which ts en- 
countered before bed rock is reached. 
The water soaks through the soil, and 
the combination of quicksand and water 
makes the foundations treacherous.” 


FIFTEEN MILLION SKYSCRAPER. 


Giving reasons for such extreme care 
in the laying of foudantions, the lec- 
turer staited that the skyscraper of to- 
day is worth anywhere from three to 
fifteen million dollars; amd is an in- 
vestment well worth guarding with 
every precaution. The problem of how 
to prevent the setting of foundations Ig 
one of the gravest faced by the New 
York engineer. 

It is necessary to guard the adjoin- 
ing buildings from the effects of near- 
by exeavations, and the law contains a 
clause to that effect. Mr. Doty point- 
ed out one interesting fact at this 
point in his lecture. He said that the 

i metimes the most 
valuable floor in the whole building. 

Below this are three or four sub- 
celars, which are used as deposit and 
Safety vaults. Last and deepest lies 
the machinery room, many feet be- 
low the level of the street.

“In view of indications that some 
action will be taken by the Ottawa 
Government in the direction of re- 
straining the over-capitalization of 
corporations, said Mr, Kerr, 1t may 
be well to consider the subject from 
the point of view of the public as well 
as the stockholder,” 

“The old fashioned word ‘goodwill’ 
has lost a great deal of its charm, and 
in these days of high finance it is used 
to designate the amount of capitaliza- 
tion of corporations which not only re- 
presents a fair cash priee for goodwill 
purchased, but also the amount of 
‘watered stock’ injected into the capi- 
talization. So that an item such as 
‘goodwill $2,000,000," may not really 
mean all that it is supposed to. This 
method of watering stock is arrived at 
by capitalization upon the basis of 
earnings. The carnings are estimated 
and if, after meeting bond interest and 
preferred dividends, the balance of esti- 
mated profits is equal to a dividend at 
the rate of 8 per cent. on $2,000,000, the 
common stock is, therefore, fixed at 
that sum, $2,000,000. If, however, the 
financiers be ‘conservative,’ and prefer 
to use 10 per cent. as a basis, then the 
common stock portion of the capitali- 
zation is fixed at $1,600,000 instead of 
$2,000,000, The actual value of this! 
goodwill upon a cash payment basis 
might be $500,000, By means of con- 
tracts specifying that the business shall 
be paid for by stocks of the purchas- 
ing corporation, of a par value far in 
excess of actual values, the watered 
stock is freely injected without legal 
interruption. Yet there is no practical 
difference between issuing stock at a 
discount (not permitted by law), and 
giving a consideration in securities cf 
a total par value far in excess of the 
real value of the business acquired. 


INCREASE GOODWILL ACCOUNT. 
“If the estimated future earnings are 
increased by the addition of future 


economies and probable Jarger profits,|_ 


then, through this process of capitali- 
zation, of earnings, the common stock 
forms a larger proportion of the capi- 
talization and the goodwill account is 
correspondingly increased. 


“Statistics of invested capital in 
Canadian enterprises would apoar to 
be of little value for Government or 


other purposes, in view of the unknown 
quantity of watered stock included in 
the capitalizations and assets of so 
many large corporations, often repre- 
senting 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. of 
the total.

i bed rock, The principal impediment 
| to this style of work is the quicksand. 
“T have seen buildings, situhted a

WORKING UNDER PIB. 

The under side of the pier is cored 
out so that the'men muy literally work 
underneath it; and as they exeavate 
the pier settles of its own accord, 

This method, though the most expen- 
sive, Is most widely und, since ‘t per- 
nits construction to go on In the im- 
mediate vicinity of bigh buildings. With- 
in the past fifty years the methods 
have improved very much; but in ‘ef- 
fect the principle is that of the div- 
ing Dill known to the Greeks hun- 
dreds of years ago. The pneumatic 
method was first used on the Man- 
hattan Life Building, New York. The 
contractors would not agree. to ‘any 
lump sum price. The owner was a truc 
hero, for he ran a tremendous risk. 

THE PNEUMATIC PIER, 

The pneumatic pier consists of three 
primary divisions, viz. “the working 
chamber, (2) the shaft, and (3), the 
cofferdam. The equipment controlling 
the air pressure necessitates a com- 
Pressed air plant, The air chamber 
is lowest; and is where the men exca- 
vate, above Is the shaft and air lock. 

Mr. Doty exhibited numerous slides 
illustrating the sinking of cuissons, the 
“shoring up" of neighbouring butld- 
ings, ete. 

ENORMOUS AIR PRESSURE. 

The enormous air pressure, though 
necessary in keeping down the quick- 
sand, sometimes tends to lift up the 
caisson. Heavy iron weights are then 
Placed on it, forcing the caisson down 
to bed rock. 

The work of foundation laying is a 
tremendous task, and when it js all 
completed, there are only a few vis- 
ible blocks of concrete to show for the 
untold labor.

These holding companies 
ought to be compelled to publish vroper 
&encral or consolidated balance sheets 
showing the equity of the stockholders 
In the combination companies us a unit, 
and the proportion of the capitalization 
that represents the goodwill of the 
whole. This in addition to the separ. 
ate balance sheets of the holding com- 
panies and the subsidiaries, so that the 
other classes of stockholders may know 
thelr position and sce how the Various 
companies stand. The present method 
of publishing the holding company’s 
balance sheet and showing only the in- 
vestment in ‘bonds and stock of sub- 
sidiaries,’ is not at alla satisfactory re- 
Port as the inter-company balances 
often give a very different impression 
of the financial positions than, from a 
Practical standpoint, really does cxist. 
Some holding companies are adopting 
this consolidated form of balance sheet, 
but do not, tn all cases, submit in ad- 
dition the {Individual balance sheets of 
the various companies interested.

sophy. This may or may not be true; 
but it does not appear to me that the 
writer has a definite conception of what 
Pragmatism is, perhaps because prag- 
matists themselyes are not clear “bout 
it. It is suggested that the writings of 
scientists like Mach and Ostwald re- 
fect this new line of thought, but this 
is to identify Pragmatism with Empiri- 
cism. The fore-runners of these ex- 
perimentalists in the theory of know- 
ledge are David Hume and Richard 
Avenarius. It is true that pragmatists 
generally are empiricists, but the con- 
verse docs not hold true; so that it 
would be incorrect to say that Empiri- 
cism as such is pragmatical. The pe- 
cullarity of a pragmatic theory of 
knowledge is its attémpt to find a cri- 
terion of truth in the practical conse- 
quences to which the acceptance of any 
bellef leads, und to identity, truth and

May I point out that the title of Pro- 
fessor Caldwell's recent book is not 
“Pragmatisin vs, Idealism,” but “Prag- 
matism and Idealism?” Dr, Caldwell, 
I think, regards Pragmatism as a form 
of Idealism, JI should be surprised to 
learn that he would throw over every 
aspect of Neokatlan Idealism in favor 
of this new form of Irrationalism. It -s 
doubtful whether Fragmatism can es- 
cape such an extreme Relativism as to 
be indistinguishable from Scepticism. 

The advent of a new philosophy or a 
new theory for doing without philo- 
sophy may be very interesting; but it 
would be a very crude assumption to 
suppose that its mere newness or fresh- 
ness affords any criterion of its cor- 
rection... Of a great deal that passes 
as Pragmatism, it would not be unfair 
to say, that it can at discretion he 
preached as a new gospel which fs to 
illuminate the world, or recommend as 
the old teaching of common sense which 
few but fools would reject.
